DIRECTOR’S NOTES 


Fairy Tales touch both children and adults with their deceptive 
simplicity in addressing life’s most profound and challenging 
experiences. Underneath the condensed, economical language and 
length is usually a wealth of unique details and a symbolic world 
which appeals to young and old. Psychology and symbolic 
interpretation serve as area for subjective experience of the adult, 
while the lesson, or moral of the tale, is the educative experience 
for the child. This is presented in the most entertaining and 
palatable of forms, something that folk and fairy tale scholars such 
as Joseph Campbell and Bruno Bettelheim (among others) have 
written about extensively. 


Cendrillon (1899) by Jules Massenet and librettist Henri Cain, draws 
on several versions of the Cinderella story, as well Massenet added 
his own twist to the famous tale. Drawn mostly from the French 
version by Charles Perrault (1697), which invented the plot twist of 
the glass slipper and including mysterious elements from the Grimm 
Brothers. The opera also delves deeply into the world of the 
unconscious, as the world of dreams and reality are intertwined and 
mistaken, not surprising as Freud was making his mark in Europe. 


In Massenet’s opera, we find the classic story of a sweet-natured 
heroine maligned and dismissed by her stepfamily. With the help of 
her Fairy Godmother, Cendrillon succeeds in surmounting her 
circumstances to win the heart of the Prince and prove to all that 
goodness can triumph over evil. On a more profound level we also 
witness the title character’s journey into adulthood, enduring a 
series of life challenges to emerge as a fully formed adult capable of 
a deeper experience of love. Unique to the version of Massenet is 
also the more developed character of the Prince (traditionally a 
“Soprano Falcon”) who in his version longs for love and to be 
recognised and valued for his true character and not just his title 
and riches. The two lovers must undergo a trial of self doubt and 


sacrifice not unlike Tamino and Pamina before there are deserving 
of the rewards of a shared life. Another poignant theme in the piece 
is the mourning of Cendrillon’s dead mother, the parental absence 
and reunion of the father Pandolfe, and the battle between the 
Good Mother (La Fée) and the Bad Mother (Mme de Haltiére). 


The premiére of the Opera took place at the Opéra Comique and 
was an instant success. It was the first production at that theatre to 
use electric stage lighting to create the magical effects of the fairy 
world. Massenet and his librettist clearly took enormous pleasure 
with this work, quoting not only themselves and past works, like 
Thais, but also Tchaikovsky, Strauss, Wagner, Rossini, Gounod and 
even Verdi. Massenet was a master of style and form, and in this 
work for “children” he allowed his creative spirit full reign in this 
very touching version of the Cinderella story, a version with much 
more depth, pathos, and humour than one is used to finding in other 
versions. 


| hope you enjoy Cendrillon as much as we enjoyed creating and 
rehearsing this production, with the magical happy ending for us in 
Toronto’s beautiful Elgin Theatre.

SYNOPSIS 

ACT | 

In a fashionable apartment, the servants complain to Pandolfe about 
his wife, their mistress, and her impossible behaviour. Alone, 
Pandolfe bemoans his fate, and muses regretfully on his unlucky 
second marriage and his worries over his daughter Lucette 
(Cendrillon). Mme de Haltiére and her two daughters, Noémie and 
Dorothée, prepare for the Royal Ball where the King hopes to find a 
suitable wife for the Prince. All important families are invited and 
Pandolfe departs with his new family, leaving Lucette with the other 
servants. Lucette dreams of attending the ball herself and finding 
love, but instead contents herself with her world of humble 
domesticity. As she falls asleep, her Fairy Godmother (La Fée) 
appears with her fairy sprites to fulfil all of Cendrillon’s wishes as a 
reward for her devotion and kind heart. She provides a magical 
coach, attendants, a beautiful gown complete with glass slippers, 
and a promise that no one will be able to guess her true identity on 
the condition that she return home at the stroke of midnight. 


ACT Il 

At the Royal Palace, The Master of Ceremonies and the courtiers 
attempt to provide amusement for the Prince, who has fallen into a 
deep depression. Left alone, the Prince confides his longing to find a 
true love who will see him for who he is inside, not just for his royal 
trappings. The King and guests arrive at the ball and are introduced 
to the Prince to no avail, until Lucette appears as a mysterious 
stranger and captivates the Prince. Alone the couple confess their 
newfound attraction and as their feelings grow, the clock chimes 
midnight and Lucette is forced to run away, but not without leaving 
one of her glass slippers behind. 


ACT Ill 

Lucette arrives home after a perilous journey in the dark, full of 
shadows and danger. When her family return, Mme de Haltiére and 
her daughters rage and rail about the mysterious stranger and make 
false claims about the Prince’s disdain for the young lady. 
Devastated, Lucette collapses. Pandolfe’s patience reaches a 
breaking point, and he throws the ladies out. He comforts Lucette 
and begs for forgiveness for not standing up for her sooner. Alone, 
Lucette confesses she cannot continue living, thinking that the 
Prince has rejected her. She leaves for the Magical Forest to find the 
Oak Tree of La Fée, seeking consolation before death. The Prince 
also finds himself in the forest and, at the Oak Tree, both young 
lovers wander, mourning their loss yet unable to see or hear each 
other. La Fée grants them permission to see each other one last 
time. Lucette and the Prince make a vow of undying love to one 
another. 


ACT IV 

Lucette wakes up at home, being nursed by Pandolfe after a long 
fever. She wonders if her visit to the Oak Tree was a dream or 
reality. Mme de Haltiére and her daughters return to the apartment 
with big plans but are interrupted by the King’s Herald announcing 
that the Prince is searching for his true love by having all eligible 
ladies of the realm try on the glass slipper. Panic ensues. The Prince 
is at the point of giving up when Lucette appears. The two lovers 
are reunited and all’s well that ends well for Lucette, the Prince and 
their families. Their devotion is celebrated throughout the land.
